Annual Report of the Acting Medical Officer of Health 
for the Year 1972. 


To the Chairman and Members of the 
Spalding Rural District Council. 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


With feelings of regret I present to you for the last time the 
report on the health conditions in the Spalding Rural District. 


The Mid-Year figure for the population of the district, given 
by the Registrar General, was 18,770. The natural increase, which is the 
excess of births over the number of deaths was 7. 


There were 22); live births in the district during 1972, 30 fewer 
than in 1971. There were 9 illegitimate births which represented 4.02% of 
the total live births. The Crude Birth Rate was 11.9 which was adjusted by 
the comparability factor to a Corrected Live Birth Rate of 13.1. The 
corrected figure for England and Wales was i)).8. 


There were 5 Still Births which gave a Still Birth Rate of 21.8. 
The national figure was 22.0. 


During 1972, 3 infants under the age of 1 year died and this gave 
an Infant Mortality Rate of 13.44. The figure for England and Wales was 17.0. 
The deaths all happened after the first four weeks of life . The Perinatal 
Mortality Rate was 21.83 compared with 22.0 for England and Wales. 


There were 217 deaths from all causes during the year, the highest 
figure in the past 15 years at least. This gave a death rate of 11.7 compared 
with the National figure of 12.1. There were 13 deaths from all forms of 
Heart and Circulatory diseases and this represented 62% of all deaths. There 
were 31 deaths due to Malignant Diseases and this represented 14% of all deaths. 


Infectious Diseases were not very prevalent throughout the year. There 
were 22 cases of Measles, 6 of Scarlet Fever and 2 of Infective Jaundice. There 
were no new cases of Tuberdulosis. 

On the whole the vital statistics for the Rural Dustrict compared 
very favourably with those for England and Wales. 
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Later in the report are details of the many and varied activities 
of the Health Department. The staff are to be congratulated on another 
successful year. 


The other Chief Officers and their staffs assisted the Department 
in many ways and their co-operation is grateful.y acknowledged. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the Chairman and Members of the Public 
Health Committee for their help, support and interest during 1972.

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WATER SUPPLY 


I am indebted to Mr. N.A. Eagles C. Eng., #.I1.C.E., M.I.W.E., 
the Engineer and Manager of the South Lincolnshire Water Board for the 
information in this section of the report. 


During the year, the new borehole source at hippingale was brought 
int® operation to supplement supplies from the sources at Hourne, Jockey 
and Wilsthorpe. Despite the below average rainfail, which resulted in 
water levels in the boreholes falling to the lowest level recorded, 
supplies were satisfactorily maintained to all areas throughout the year. 


The total quantity of water distributed to the combined Spalding 
Aaral y spalding Urban and East Elloe Rural Districts during the year was 
1,3 35,201 ,000 gallons (3.648 m.g.d.). This represents an increase of 
62,568,000 gallons (6.6%) above the corresponding figure for 1971.

Samples were taken each week from the sources of supply (raw and 
treated samples) and also from various points within the distribution 
ovstem and were submitted for bacteriological examination at the Public 
Health Laboratory at Peterborough. Apart from the odd one or two suspect 
results, which usually on investigation were shown to be more likely due 
to bad : sampling technique rather than contamination of the water supply, 
aii samples were satisfactory.

Raw Water from Bourne Pumping Station 


The results indicate that the ssmple confirms with the standard 
approved by the W.H.O. 1971 International and 197) European recommendations 
for Drinking Water with regard to chemical content. 


Raw Water from Wilsthorpe Pumping Station 


The results on analysis indicate a water which conforms to the 
International and European W.H.O. standards for Drinking Water with respect 
to chemical content. 


Raw Water from Jockey Bore Pum Station, West Pinchbeck 


The results indicate that the sample conforms with the Standards 
approved by the W.H.O. 1971 International and 1970 European recommendations 
for Drinking Water with regard to chemical content. 


Although copper and sinc was fonnd to be present it is almost certain: 
that these elements were introduced at the time of sampling and originate 
from the sampling line. 


Raw Water from Rippingale Pumping Station 


The results of analysis indicate a water which conforms with the 
International and European W.H.O. Standards for Drinking Water as far as 
chemical content is concerned. 


The trace of odour and the turbidity on standing is due to the iron 
present in the ferrous forn.

I wish to submit for your consideration this report, which will be the 
last I make to you, on the sanitary circumstances of the District for the 
year 1972. As in previous years the table of visits, made by the Public 
Health Inspectors, shows that the duties of meat inspection, inspections in 
connection with public sewerage schemes and the provision of domestic drainage, 
inspections under the Housing Acts 1957-69 and food hygiene visits, have, in 
that order of priority taken up most of the Inspectors' time. The meat 
inspection work, at Hargraves Slaughterhouse Pinchbeck, has increased 
substantially during the year. 


I cannot retire from Local Government service without thanking all Members 
of the Council and particularly the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Public 
Health Committee for the courtesy and support which they have given me during 
my years of service. Also I wish to record my appreciation of the excellent 
co-operation which I have received from the staff of the Department and 
particularly my deputy, Mr. G. Ridgway, who has prepared the statistics 
etc., in this report.

As the demand for the cesspool service recuces, the vehicles will 
be used for other important work of the Department, such as the maintenanc 
ef both the public sewers and sewers to the Housing Estates. 


At approximately 1100 gallons per load, the above figures meen thet 
some 1,093,100 gallons of cesspool contents and sewage works sludge were 
transported end disposed of drring the year. 


The Council's Consulting Engineers are cesigning a plant for the 
drying of sewage sludge. It is proposed that this plant be built, 
in comjiunction with neighbouring Authorities, as part of a scheme to 
deal with sewage disposal. Due to this proposal, permission was obtained 
from the Welland and Nene River Authority for the contents of cesspools 
from this Authority to be discharged into the Spalding Urban District 
Council's sewage works for treatment. 
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Pail Closet Emptying 


This service has been maintained during the year and continues 
be by far the most objectionable work regularly carried out under the head 


of Sanitary Services.

The routes are under constant review and the time now taken to 
the houses using pail closets has been reduced to less than two days. 


The number of properties using this service declines every yea 
years total of 196 houses has been further reduced to '72 houses. 

The reduction in this service is due to two main factors, eithe 
houses are provided with a water carriage drainage system, or, they are

The salvage of certain saleable materials, such as waste paper, 
iron, non ferrous metals, rags etc., has been carried out during the year. 
total value of materials sold was £2,196 which is an increase of £44 on the 
previous year. 
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Drainage and Sewerage - Council Houses 


During the year 167 blocked drains on the Council Estates were cleared 
by the Public Health Department Workmen. 


The Housing Committee has again continued the scheme for improving 
older Council Houses and the position at 3lst December 1972, as supplie 
the Direct Labour Manager and Housing Officer:-~ 


Houses fully improved with bathrooms, W.C's etc. 512 
Houses provided with W.C's but not bathrooms 89 
Houses still without W.C's or bathrooms 28 


The continuation of this work is desirable from all points of view and 
it is hoped that nothing will arise to cause any delay in the early completion 
of these schemes. 


Public Sewerage 


Work of connecting both new and existing properties to the Public Sewerage 
Schemes proceeded during the year and in a number of cases owners of existing 
properties took advantage of the Improvement Grant Scheme to obtain cash grants 
towards the cost of providing bathrooms, hot water supplies and waterclosets as 
the convenience of public sewerage became available to them. 


The Quadring Village Sewerage Scheme was completed during the year, the 
works being commissioned on the 21st of December. Work on the Surfleet Public 
Sewerage Scheme started in March of this year and by December some 68% of the 


work had been completed satisfactorily. Preliminary work in the Cowbit, Moulton 
Chapel and Weston Hills Public Sewerage Scheme continued during the year and in 
December tenders were invited from the selected contractors, it is noped that 
the scheme will be commenced early in 1973.

Cysticercus Bovis 


No Beast Carcases and Offals were found to be affected with the 
Cysts of the Tapeworm Taenia Saginata. This is the first time for many 
years that this condition has not been found in any bovine animals slaughtered 
within the District.

From clinical examination, lesions of tuberculosis were found in 
530 pig carcases, the lesions were mainly of the avian type and in most 
cases the infections were localised in the sub-maxillary lymph glands 


The incidence of tuberculosis in pigs has not followed the same 
downward trend as tuberculosis in bovine animals, the number of pig 
carcases where some part was condemned for tuberculosis has fluctuated 
over the years as follows:-

For the first time in four years a lesion of tuberculosis was 
found in a bovine animal. The lesion which occurred in an "Irish Store 
Beast" was old and calcified, the condition was reported to the Ministry 
of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food for their information. Since the 
introduction of the Bovine Tuberculosis Eradication Scheme this once 
common disease has become rare. During the past seven years the only 
bovine animals found, on inspection, to be infected with the disease 
_were the ones isolated by the Ministry's Veterinary Service during their 
routine testing of cattle, these were dispatched for slaughter under 
licence.
